Liung Chang went to a Chinatown 
taurant to have Chinese food and 
Chinese present could not expli- 
y translate the name of the dish

天 the details from their imagina- 
ton. 
Another account of the origin of 
chop suey was given in JS Tow's 
pe Real Chinese 训 4maerica，

Was Tepeated but more details were 
added，and chop suey was defined 
aa mixture of leftover[s]”In the 
1960s and 1970s，the story was told 
in an almost completely different 
manner.

Francisco_mayor _ called in all the 
famous Chinese chefs to Prepare 3 
banquet t 依 welcome Li Hung Chang. 
Much to the mayors disappoint- 
Iment，however，Li was reluctant to 
taste the dishes。 His doctor had 
advised him not to eat oily food on 
account of bis stomach. 


A smart old chef immediately 
returned to the kitchen, .put leftov- 
ers together，and Presented this 
Special dish to the envoy， Li wx 
Pleased because he knew iti was a 
mixture of the best ingredients 
from all the dishes. Since Li 
obviously liked it the mayor was 
Telieved and he asked the old chef 
for the name of the mysterious 
dish. "It is chop suey”the old chef 
ITeplied、Thereafter chop Suey was 
known throughout North America 
and became a distinguished dish in 
banquets. 

In C.Y，Chu's AMeigro 瑟 xaqiao 
Gaish1i，published in 1975，Chicago 
was the place where Li Hung 
Chang first had chop suey and his 
hosts were Chinese businessmen. 
Most interestingly，Chu claimed that 
he had learned the story 人 from his 
Uncle，who had served chop suey to 
Li Hung Chang in New York. 

While many accounts associate 
chop suey with Li Hung Chang， 
others do _ not， After chop Suey was 


defined as "a mixture of leftovers，

These 
stories are SO fascinating that few 
people have bothered to check what 
"chop suey"” means in Chinese. 


WHAT DOES CHOP SUEY MEANY 


Chop suey is the Cantonese Pro- 
nunciation of za SU in Putonghua 
(Mandarin). Literally，chop ( 娠 ) 
Imeans "differentb”and Suey ( 碎 ) 
means "pieces.” It i a common 
phrase in Chinese，simply meaning 
entrails and giblets. In China，as in 
many. agrarian Societies，people do 
not want toO0 waste any part of 
butchered livestock，so_entrails and 
lgiblets are a part of the daily diet. 
There are Scores of Chinese recipes 
for cooking chop suey，that is， 
entrails and giblets，However，chow 
(fried) chop suey and chop suey 
SoOUP are probably the most common 
dishes iD restaurants throughout 
China. 


In America the name chop suey. 


remains，but the ingredients are 
substantially diffterent，Entrails and 
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Vincent Chin?s

Ohio Jury Acdquits Ebens 
In Vincent Chin Killing

CINCINNATII - "mstill very 
SOIIY about the death that occurred， 
but LTm very relieved it is over 
after four years”Ronald Ebens told 
Ieporters here last Friday，shedding 
tears of relief as he left the 
courtroom a free man，acquitted of 
all further charges stemming from 
his role in the bludgeoning death 
of Vincent Chin. 

Since June 1982，when Chin was 
struck down by a baseball bat on 
the streets of Detroit，Ebens，47， 
has spent no time in Prison but has 
lived with a cloud over his future. 
In 1983，a judge convicted him and 
his stepson，Michael Nitz，of man- 
slaughter and fined them 9$3,700 
each，Wwith three years Probation. 
An outcry by Asian American 
activists led to a second trial -- this 
time- in federal court -- on the 
charge that Ebens and Nitz violated 
Chin's civil rights by attacking him 
because of his race. 

Nitz was acquitted in that 1984 
trial Ebens was found guilty and 
sentenced to 23 years in prison but 
has remained free on bail. 

Last September，Ebens' conviction 
was Overturned on a _ technicality 
when an appeals court ruled that 
an attorney had improperly led 
witnesses during the trial， In an 
attempt to get an impartial jury， 
the retrial was set in Cincinnati. 
Here，the largely blue-collar jury， 
which included three women and 
two blacks，deliberated for 10-1/2 
hours before voting for acquittal. 

"We said all along this case was a 
frame-up,”stated defense attorney 
Frank Eamons after the trial. The 
federal prosecutor，EFloyd Clardy， 
Said,， “We're disappointed， We accept 
the verdict of the jury." 

In interviews with 尼 aslL[THeeb 
Asian community leaders ITegistered 
their dismay and frustration with 
the outcome. 

"Legal avenues may have been 
exhausted with this acquittal," 
concluded Mike Wong，an attorney 
for the Bay Area-based Asian Law 
Caucus. “We Te extremely despondent 
and we think this undoes the work 
that the community and the govern- 
ment have done to get justice for 
Vincent Chin's family. 


SWITCH TO CINCINNATI 


"One question I have is: How did 
the Switch to Cincinnati affect not 
only the trial itselft but the Support 
work that went on?"” said Wong. "In 
general，I think it made any work 
that the community did to support 
the case much more difficult， 
because the community wasn't as 
well organized in Cincinnati." 

Ron Wakabayashi，national direc- 
tor of the Japanese American Citi- 
Zens League，called the the Chin 


case :a painful reminder and sym- 
bol of the growth of anti-Asian 
Violence in the 80S."

He pointed out several reasons 
for the acquittal. “The fact that the 
case Was moved down to Cincinnati 
really negated many of the factors 
that were in our favor in the first 
trial back in "84,"” said Shimoura. 
"In order to understand what 
Detroit was like back in '82，with 
the derogatory anti-Asian rhetoric 
that was going around because of 
the automobile recession，you'd have 
to live in Detroit. 


LACK OF APPRECIATION 


"Without that basic_ element in the 
Iminds of the jurists，there was 3

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New Immigration Law Hits 
Undocumented Asians the Hardest 


In 1979 Mamie and her family escaped 
fromVietnam but became separated in their 
desperation to _ reach several small boats 
heading out to sea. Mamie spent a month 
adrift on a crowded boat before being res- 
cued and brought to a refugee camp in 
Thailand. It was atthecamp Mamie learned 
the boat her parents were on Was driven 
away from the coast of Malaysia and forced 
to return to Vietnam. 


THAI CAMP 

After three weeks in the Thai camp， 
Mamie jumped on a plane she hoped was 
headed for the United States，Instead，it 
Was bound for West Germany.“The first 
thing I remember was the cold and snow,)” 
she says.“I knew this wasn't America” For 
three years she struggled to adjust but when 
the opportunity arose to visit the US，she 
leaped at the chance. She has been here 
ever Since. 

Because she lived in Europe for several 
years，Mamie is considered an illegal alien 


- and cannot claim refugee status given to 


Vietnarnese and other Southeast Asians in 
this country. Nor does she qualify for ami- 
nesty since she camehere after Jan. 1 1982. 

The same is true for“a signifcant 
number'" 一 no one has precisefeures 一 from 
Asian and Pacific Island countries，accord- 
ing to William Ong Hing，an immigration 
law professor at Stanford University。 Hing

FILIPINOS 
Filipinos，the largest Asian ethnic 
group in California, areparticularly affected. 


Over 100,000 Filipinos came to the US 


with legal documentation in 1983 alone， 
says Lillian Galado, director of the Filipino 
Immigrant Services in Oakland. Over half 
came with temporary visas，and most of 
them have overstayed. 

“Many Filipinos came to this country 
after 1982 to escape the povery created by 
the Marcos dictatorship”says Galado.“\We 
just don't know what to tell themy2 

Cindy is one of those who overstayed 
After learning her mother had cancer and 
needed expensive chemotherapy treatments， 
Cindy came to this country to fnd work 
and send money back home. 

“Tcant make any morey working in 
the Philippines”explains Cindy who now 
earns Several hundred dollars a month tak- 
ing care of an elderly man with a terminal 
illness and his wife. At night, in exchange 
for room and board，she attends to the 
personal needs of an elderly blind woman， 

“If Ta deported, my mother will die2” 
she says. Though her employers don't know 
about her illegal status，Cindy alternates 
between fear they will fnd out and hope 
that，because of the care she has given 
them, they will help her out. 


LEGAL IMMIGRANTS 
While the plight of undocumented 


.Asians like Mamie and Cindy is dramatic， 


legal immigrants，many of whom are not 
yet citizens，woOrry the bill will hurt them in 


adifferent, long-term way. Legal imnmigrants 


outnumber native-born Asians by close to 
two-to-one in the United States. 
“Werealize thathundreds ofthousands 
of Asians will be affected either by employ- 
ment Sanctions of legalization provisions in 
the immigration bill”says Stewart Kwoh， 
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director ofthe Asian Pacitc American Legal 
Center in Los Angeles. 

Statistics show that many Asian immi- 
grants tend to move into so-called“ethnic 
labor markets"” 一 businesses which are owned 
and operated by members of their own eth- 
nic group 一 where wages are low. 

Young Shin，a Korean-born organizer 
with Asian Immigrant Women Advocates 
in Oakland, believes legal and illegal Asian 
immigrants join these markets because of 
language barriers，but strive to eventually 
break into bettermainstreamn ermmployment: 


MAINSTREAM EMPLOYERS 

“The immigration bill will only in- 
crease discrimination”says Shin.“(Main- 
stream) employers will be wary of hiring 
anyone who looks and talks like a foreigner 
for fear they will be illegal even 计 they are 
not”This will lead to greater segregation， 
wider income disparities and more cutbacks 
in afhrmative action programs, she believes. 
Shin points toapart ofthe immigration bi 
which permits businesses to hire an Ameri- 
can citizen Over a non-citizen 计 the two are 
equally qualifed. 

Others worry Asian employers will ftnd 
it easier to exploit fellow Asians，who will 
nowbetiapped in theethniclabor market. 

Mamie's experience bears this out， 
Everywhere she looks for work in China- 
town now，people ask her for papers，she 
Says，She feels lucky to have found part- 
time work，but she is paid in cash and the 
payments are infrequent. When she con- 
siders giving up，she reminds herself she is 
the only member of her family living out- 
side of Vietnam.“But 计 I can't take care of 
Inyself，how can LI take care of themm?”she 
asks. 


CAUTIONS 

Thus far Asian reactions to the immi- 
gration bill have been muted.“Considering 
this countrys history of Asian exclusion， 
its not surprising people are cautious”says 
Galado. It was just 20 years ago when tre-

We're hoping to get 
church and other Private Sources to 


give US money，and foundation 
grants.”He estimates that $40,000 to 
$80,000 is needed. 

"TIhe end of this case does not 
mean the group should stop fight- 
ing,” said Shimoura. "I _ think 
actually the opposite is _ true I 
means there's a hell of a lot more 
work to do.

No Justice for Vincent Chin, yet! 


We are Saddened，disappointed and outraged to hear of a federal jury's 
acquittal on May 1 of Ronald Ebens of a civil rights violation in the 


fatal beating of Vincent Chin. 


No one would believe that Ebens，who freely admitted killing Chin 
with a baseball bat，didn't spend one day in jail， and only had to pay a 


fine of $3,700.. 


Ebens and Chin had never met before the incident， What triggered the 
commotion was Ebens”mistaken notion that Chin was a Japanese and 
therefore responsible for the decline of the American auto industry. That 
the attack was Tacially motivated was clear to all who studied the case. 

But the court has chosen to pronounce judgement otherwise， Apparentiy 
the legal process has reached the end of the road，but the issues the case 
Taises has not died. Therefore，we strongly urge .Asian American civil 
ITights organizations to continuae to use the Vincent Chin case to educate 
the public about the need to address the growing problem of anti-Asian

I am Mamie, aVietnamese tefugee. 

I fed fromVietnam in 1979 and was in 
Europe atfter that.， In 1982 I came to the 
USA because Icould not adjust to the life 
in Europe. 

Here I ftrst worked in a sewing factory 
from 8 am to 9 pm and I could earn just$5 
to 和 7 per day when business was not good， 
because I would not get anything to do. If 
business was good, [had to work from 8 am 
to 12 am. After two years of hard working， 
TI got very sick. In this hopeless situation， 
my money was almost out. Since that time 
my health has become verybadand all I can 


do is fnd part-time jobs. Employers always 
pay me less because, they say, it is in cash. 

I always wonder what kind of animal [ 
am，because on the TV TI see the food of 
dogs, cats and prisoners is much better than 
my food. When they get Sick，they can get 
treatment without trouble, but I cannot. 

Although my living is so hard，LI still 
looked forward to receiving amnesty from 
the government: 

Last year this bill passed，but just for 
the immigrants before 1982, and thatdoesmt 
help me at all because I came in the year of 


1982. 
MORE DIFFICULT 


Since the bill passed，it has made 放 
much more difthcultformeto lookforaijob. 

Now I dontknow what to do because 
TI can't go back to either Europe or Viet- 
nam. But I still need money for my living， 
and for my parents and siblings who have

The final area of research for 
which Shu was cited was his 
theories on how stars and planets 
are formed. He believes that the 
gas and dust around stars _ are the 
“progenitors of planetary systemas." 

“IThe dust just aggregates into 
larger Solid particles and they 
become bigger and bigger and even- 
tually they become Planets.” While 
Shus work ip this area is mostly 
theoretical， many aspects ”have 
already been corroborated by scien- 
tific data now being collected. 


BORN IN CHINA 


Shu's parents who are from Zhe- 
jiang province in China，emigrated 
to the US with Shu in 1949 after a 
years stay in Taiwan. Shu was 
born in Kunming in Yunnan prov- 
ince Six years earlier. 

"My parents always encouraged 
Ine。， My _ father was a professor iD 
applied mathematics.”"” Although 
Shu's interest in the stars didnt 


'emerge until his Senior year at 


MII，he was "always interested 
math.”JHHe feels that the Chinese 
cultural emphasis on education was 
a valuable asset to have in his 
early years。 The Support of his 
family and having Asian role mod- 
els in his field also helped him 
Progress. 

Shu Teceived 3a bachelors degree 
in physics from MIT in 1963 and 
a Ph.D. in Astronomy from 了 Harvard 
five years later.， He joined the UC 
Berkeley stafft in 1973 and became 
the astronomy departments chair in 
1984. 

Shu has been honored with Har- 
vard'S- Bok Prize，the Warner Prize 
of the Astronomical Society，and 


_ and an Alfred P. Sloan Fellowship. 


REMAINS MODEST

Sailing from Vancouver on Sep- 
tember 14，he returned to Tianjin 
On October 3，1896. 

Second，there is no documentary 
evidence to Support the story that 
Li Hung Chang popularized chop 
Suey among Americans，A verSsion 
of the story [in Betty Lee Sung's 
Ahfovrataiiz of Goid] says that. 


“The world-renowned Kitchen and 
chefs of the Waldorf Astoria were 
Teady to serve Li all manner of 
delicacies，and although he was 
invited to sumptuous feasts and 
banquets，he would partake of noth- 
ing but the food prepared by his 
Own cooks. When his inquisitive 
hosts asked him what he was eat- 
ing，he replied,“chop suey. 


According to the New YorK 
7i1es，Li Hung Chang held a din- 
ner Teception in the Waldorf on the 
evening of August 29，1896 for US 
diplomats who had served in China. 
Li ate his own food with ivory 
chopsticks，leaving his guests to 
enjoy themselves. Newspapers the 
following day reported Lis meal in 
detail，but mentioned nothing about 
chop Suey. 

If Li had mentioned chop suey, it 
is doubttul that detail-hunting 
journalists would have missed the 
Imost colorful event of the recep-

Finally，the Story that Li missed 
Chinese food So much that he went 


to Chinatowns seeking homemade 


food is also Specious， Li brought 
three Chinese chefs with him，who 
made Chinese meals for him every 
day.， His chefs brought tea，fFrice， 
and condiments from China，but 
they drew other ingredients from 
their hosts' larders.， His own chefs 
could easily satisfy his craving for 


' the food of his homeland. 


Furthermore， newspaper accounts 
indicate that Li did not have chop 
Suey in New Yorks Chinatown 
either. Li was indeed invited to 
attend a banquet in Chinatowan 
given by New Yorks Chinese Mer- 
chants”Club on September 1，1896. 
But he canceled it because one of 
hiis fingers was Smashed by a car- 
riage door，although he did visit 
Chinatown that afternoon. When he 
arrived in Washington，D.C.，on 
September 3，he was welcomed by 
the Chinese legation with a banquet 
and Cantonese wine. 

NO _ evidence can be found in 
available  _ historical records to 
SuUpport the story that Li Hung 
Chang ate chop suey in the United 
States，IThen why did Americans 
and Chinese Americans attach his 
name to the dish2? There is good 
reason toO Suppose that Chinese 
Americans intended to exploit Lis 
reputation in developing their 
Testaurant business. 

In ias visit to the US in 1896，Li 
Hung Chang Probably attempted to 
build a special Sino-American Tela- 


tionship，hoping to obtain American 
assistance to Strengthen his effort 
to contain the Japanese threat to 
China.， He failed to get any such 
commitment from the US govern- 
Iment， 

Nevertheless，Lis visit to the 
United States aroused tremendous 
curiosity among American citizens 
about Chinese and Chinese _ culture， 
eventually causing his name to be 
associated with the dish chop suey. 

Li Hung Chang had been an 
Important figure in handling 
China's foreign affairs Since the 
1870s$. He had had extensive con- 
tacts with American politicians， 
diplomats，and :missionaries，A_ few 
years before his _ visit to America， 
Several articles had appeared in 
American magazines introducing 
this important Chinese policymaker 
to the American people. 

One result of the curiosity about 
the Chinese produced by Lis visit 
Was that thousands of New Yorkers 
focked to Chinatown，which for 
most of them was Drobably the only 
Place where they could feast their 
eyes On "exotic Chinese culture.” As 
a result all Chinese stores did good 
business _ during Lis stay in the 
city. 

Moreover， to many ordinary 
Americans what was Imost interest- 
ing was the Chinese mandarins 
cooks and, in turn，Chinese food.

BERKELEY - Each day as Tony 
Leong，sits at his desk and watches 
another group of students enter the 
Asians for Job Opportunities in 
Berkeley (AJOB) office he remem- 
bers the “revolving door"” his parents 
encountered. The son of immigrants 
who couldn't read or write speak 
English，Leong observed his parents 
make their way through a society 
that didn't have the job training 
Programs that are available today. 


Tony Leong went on to achieve a 
doctorate in Clinical “ Psychology， 
and masters in Public Administra- 
tion，Clinical Psychology and Teach- 
ing English as a Second Language. 
But his family background gives 
him an understanding of the prob- 
lems for Asians who are unable to 
communicate in English and need 
assistance PrOgrams. 


Leong the executive director of 
AJOB since 1974， feels strongly that 
Asians in Berkeley have not been 
targeted as a community in need by 
the _ Berkeley city government，、He 
points out that Asians in Berkeley 
had a 29.3% poverty-level total in 
the 1980， Census，even higher than 
that of the Black poulation in 
Berkeley at 27.2 0%0. 

Leong and David Kakishiba，the 
executive director of the Berkeley 
Asian Youth Center，have asked the 
recently-elected mayor of Berkeley， 
Loni Hancock，to _ create an Asian 
Advisory Task Force to form poli- 
cies about Asian issues，but they 
haven't yet received a Positive 
Tesponse. Leong does give Hancock 
credit for being the first Berkeley 
mayor to hire an Asian aide.
